This system, the principle | of 
which has indeed been accepted by 
Germany, has clashed with the con- 
tinuous execution of the programme 
which Germany has for many years 
pursued for bringing her armaments 
up to a level very much above that 
authorised by treaties. 

DISARMING AND REARMING 

Objections are raised to the con- 
ception of the plan of disarmaments, 
under wRich the ‘note says that the 
British Government associate im- 
mediate Pepto of armaments 
imposed orf€ertain powers with im- 
mediate increases in armaments 
granted to others. ‘However great 
may be the desire of France to align 
an equitable convention, she ean 
neither understand nor admit that 
the exaggerated pretensions to re- 
armament put forward on the one 
side should constitute argument for 
asking other powers tq agree to re- 
ductions which do harm to interests 
of thetr security. 

Most explicit reserves are also 
made in the note, rezarding the 
immediate German claim for 300, 
000 men for their regular army, 
together with the corresponding 
material, without a previous ex- 
amination of the present state of ; 
this army. 

Acceptance of such claims would 
result, fn a denial and destruction 
of the principles of the Covenant of
